Tempers flared at Halifax regional council 
last night, as questions about transit taxes 
revealed larger issues left simmering for 
some time. 

It started with a motion from Spryfield 
Coun. Steve Adams to reduce the local 
transit rate in Sambro proportionally to 
the cuts to community transit in the area. 

But he deferred the motion at the last 
minute for more consultation. 

“This particular item has gone well be¬ 
yond the area rate that was charged to 
Sambro,” he said. 

Adams went on to explain his under¬ 
standing of a meeting with Metro Transit 
in April was service cuts would take place 
across the board. 

“But I find out that it was the commu¬ 
nity transits that were being cut.” 

According to Adams, the result is rate 
payers from Harrietsfield to Ketch Har¬ 
bour are “pa5dng an additional $72,000 
for a service they’re not getting.” 

Downtown Halifax Coun. Dawn Sloane 
quickly asked for an amendment to add 
in the No. 3 Manors route — which didn’t

Accused in baby’s 
death makes bail 


O Ashiqur Rahman released as a 
result of joint recommendation 
from the Crown and defence

Ashiqur Rahman, charged 
with manslaughter in the 
death of his baby daughter, 
was granted bail yesterday. 

Twenty thousand dollars 
in cash was posted with 
surety and conditions, but 
Rahman’s lawyer Don Mur¬ 
ray won’t say who provided 
the money. 

“He will be allowed to 
live down in the Annapolis 
Valley and help me prepare 
for his trial,” Murray told re¬ 
porters following yester¬ 
day’s bail hearing. 

Rahman faces a list of re¬ 
strictions including to not 
go to WolMlle where Jane 
Gomes, his former partner, 
lives. Rahman spent 14 
months in jail after being 
charged in relation to the 
death of his seven-week-old 
daughter, Aurora Break¬ 
through. Aurora died at the 
IWK Health Centre on July 


27, 2009. 

Gomes, Aurora’s mother, 
was sentenced to six 
months probation and 
counselling for a lesser 
charge in relation to her 
death. She is scheduled to 
testify against Rahman in 
his Febmaiy trial. 

Chris Hansen, spokes¬ 
woman for the province’s 
Public Prosecution Service, 
said Rahman has never pre¬ 
viously applied for bail and 
doesn’t have a criminal 
record. 

“The Crown was satis¬ 
fied he was no danger to 
the public,” she said. “Criti¬ 
cal to any bail hearing, he 
had a release plan and he 
had a surety.” 

Murray said his client 
feels “wonderful” about 
leaving the Central Nova 
Scotia Correctional Facility 
in Burnside. 

“Life in the Burnside jail 
has been very difficult for a 
number of people and it’s 
just not a good place to be.”

Search called off for

Paul Doucette of 
the Joint Rescue Co-ordina¬ 
tion Centre in Halifax says 
the search by a Hercules 
aircraft and one remaining 
coast guard ship ended at 7 


Doucette says all of 
the Bay of Fundy from 
Grand Manan Island off 
New Brunswick to the No¬ 
va Scotia coast was cov¬ 
ered several times without 
finding the dragger or 
crew.

Nova Scotia taxpayers are 
contributing millions each 
year to pensions for politi¬ 
cians that are the richest 
in Atlantic Canada, accord¬ 
ing to the Canadian Tax¬ 
payers Federation. 

The non-profit advocacy 
group opened its Atlantic 
office yesterday in Halifax 
with the release of a report 
calling for major changes to 
the way pensions are fund¬ 
ed for the 52 members of 
the provincial legislature. 

“The MLA pension pro¬ 
gram is so rich that for 
eveiy $1 contributed by a 
politician, the taxpayers 
contribute $22 towards 
their retirement — this 
amounts to $11 million a 
year,” said Kevin Lacey, the 
group’s new Atlantic Cana¬ 
da director. 

The group said the cal¬ 
culation included interest. 

Lacey said the report 
makes three key recom¬ 
mendations. It includes re¬

Chemistry is critical for 
actors in a romance. Soon 
after the casting was an¬ 
nounced, English and 
Moran made a point of get¬ 
ting to know each other in 
Toronto, where they live. 

“We’re both pretty 
geeky so we realized we’re 
probably the geekiest 
Romeo and Juliet,” English 
said.

Neptune’s 
season 
inspired by 
the Bard 

Shakespeare was absent 
from Neptune Theatre for 
a decade and Romeo and 
Juliet hasn’t graced the 
stage in 25 years. 

George Pothitos, the 
theatre’s artistic director, 
said Shakespeare can be a 
hard sell and expensive to 
produce. But it’s a 400- 
year-old play that’s still 
relevant and accessible 
today. 

“What child hasn’t said 
these words, but in a dif¬ 
ferent way, to their 
parents? And what parent 
wants their child not to 
date somebody?” 

There’s what Pothitos 
calls a “Shakespearean 
hat trick” going on this 
season. Along with 
Romeo and Juliet, Rick 
Miller will perform 
Shakespeare in the voices 
of The Simpsons in his 
play, MacHomer. Then 
there’s West Side Story, a 
famous musical inspired 
by Romeo and Juliet. 

“These three 
(performances) are com¬ 
ing together to 
demonstrate how Shake¬ 
speare has been used,” 
Pothitos said.

The Liberals are calling on 
the governing Conserva¬ 
tives to "come clean” about 
alleged links to a powerful 
American gun lobby group.

gun lobby has no business 
being involved at all in a 
Canadian debate. 

“We are here to say that 
the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion and its members and 
its leadership should butt 
out of Canada’s gun reg¬ 
istry debate. 

“This is a government 
that is choosing to listen to 
a powerful foreign influ¬ 
ence over our own police, 
our victims’ groups, our 
medical experts, in fact the 
majority of Canadians 
when it comes to gun con¬ 
trol.”

Federal NDP Leader Jack 
La 5 hon says enough votes 
will be coming from his 
party to potentially save the 
long-gun registry.

Albertans could get stuck with huge tab 


An environmental think- 
tank says Alberta taxpayers 
could potentially have to 
pay billions of dollars in oil- 
sands cleanup costs be¬ 
cause of inadequate 
government regulation. 

A Pembina Institute re¬ 
port suggests current finan¬ 
cial guarantees that energy 
companies must make to 
pay for cleaning up the oil- 
sands could amount to as 
little as one-twentieth of 
the real cost. In the worst- 
case scenario, that could 
leave a liability of up to 


$6,300 per taxpayer. 

“The true cost of cleanup 
is being under-reported and 
hidden from Albertans,” Si¬ 
mon Dyer, one of the re¬ 
port’s co-authors, said 
yesterday. 

Operators are required 
to post security deposits to 
ensure there’s money for 
reclamation of oilsands 
sites in case the companies 
are either unwilling or un¬ 
able to pay. 

They estimate the re¬ 
quired amount themselves.

found that industiy has a 
total of about $820 million 
in letters of credit and other 
guarantees for remediation.

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Bank reforms 
costly but worth 
it, Carney says 


O Banker says global downslide shows system needs 
to change O Substantial long-term payoffs expected 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney says commer¬ 
cial banks can pay for the 
cost of financial system re¬ 
form by cutting expenses 
— particularly personnel 
expenses — without pass¬ 
ing on costs to customers. 

In an address yesterday 
in Germany, Carney gave 
an unqualified thumbs up 
to the G20 reform process 
that calls on banks to load 
up on capital, even though 
it makes the cost of opera¬ 
tions higher. 

Carney said proposals 
from the Basel III process 
that require lenders to re¬ 
tain more equity and add a 
buffer to core reserves 
strikes the correct balance 
between “resiliency and ef¬ 



ficiency.” 

Carney said asking 
banks to hike capital ratios 
by two percentage points 
and strengthen liquidity 
standards will impose 
costs, both on banks and 


on the economy. 

Past experience sug¬ 
gests Canada’s chartered 
banks will pass on those 
costs by increasing bor¬ 
rowing spreads to their 
clients, Carney said. This 
could result in a one-time, 
0.3 per cent reduction in 
gross domestic product. 

Other alternatives, he 
says, include raising addi¬ 
tional capital by issuing eq¬ 
uities, holding on to 
earnings, or shedding as¬ 
sets. But he adds banks 
should consider another 
option — cutting operating 
costs by reducing person¬ 
nel expenses, which could 
involve downsizing or re¬ 
ducing executive bonuses.

Chris Hadfield is living my 
dream. 

e’s gearing up to be¬ 
come the first Cana¬ 
dian commander of 
the International 
Space Station on a 
six-month mission 
starting in 2012. 

It’s not exactly Star Trek since 
he’s hardly going where no man 
has gone before. Actually, he will 
just circle the Earth eveiy 90 min¬ 
utes for six months, but I’ll bet 
you never get tired of the view. 
From one window you can see 
Africa. From the other: Infinity 
and beyond. 

OK, so it’s not exactly interstel¬ 
lar travel at warp speed, but it is 
the real thing, the edge of the hu¬ 
man frontier in the year 2012. 
While it may be humble, it’s the 
first permanent settlement 


outside the planet. 

He will be hitching a ride on a 
Russian Sojmz rocket in 
December 2012, because the U.S. 
government is ending the space 
shuttle program, 
and private indus- 
tiy that is racing to 
take over is still in 
the test rocket 
stages. But that’s 
cool; Russian rock¬ 
ets still work. And 
it’s also ironic: 

While the Russians 
are schlepping Had¬ 
field to the space 
station, here on Earth Hadfield’s 
prime minister, scaremonger-in- 
chief Stephen Harper, is tiying to 
whip up paranoia about a Russian 
attack from across the Bering 
Strait so he can justify spending 
$20 billion on fighter jets. 

No wonder I feel more at home 


on the cosmic range. There’s no 
intelligent life down here. 

Hadfield, like me, dreamed of 
space travel when he was a 
teenager. Unlike me, he could 
handle math and 
physics; instead, I 
learned to push 
words around. 
Dave, his more 
down-to-earth 
brother, put it well 
in a recent 
interview: “As you 
go through life 
there are forks in 
the road and he al¬ 
ways took the one that could pos¬ 
sibly lead into space.” 

So he’s rocketing to the stars 
and I’m still here, writing about 
it. 

No doubt nine out of 10 red- 
blooded Canadian boys are 
dreaming of becoming Sidney 


Crosby and making $10 million a 
year in the NHL, but there must 
be a few who want to be just like 
Chris Hadfield, who started in air 
cadets, flew CFlSs and has logged 
two other space journeys. And if 
the boys don’t have their heads in 
the stars, there are millions of 
young Canadian women who can 
look up to Hadfield, fellow Cana¬ 
dian astronaut Robert Thirsk, and 
Canada’s First Lady of space, Julie 
Payette. 

It’s just possible that because 
of these 21st-centuiy pioneers, a 
few more Canadian kids will set 
their sights on the final frontier 
and pursue science degrees 
instead of becoming doctors of so¬ 
cial media, majoring in Twitter.

You could be forgiven for 
thinking that there is al¬ 
ways a Woody Allen movie 
plajdng at your local the¬ 
atre. 

Since 1965 he has pro¬ 
duced a stream of come¬ 
dies, romances and dramas 
at the rate of about one a 
year. 

To place his output in 
context look at the film ca¬ 
reers of two of his contem¬ 
poraries; Mel Brooks has 
made only 12 films in the 
time it took Allen to direct 
45 and Carl Reiner has only 
written seven pictures 
against Allen’s list of 49 
(and counting). 

His productivity is noth¬ 
ing short of amazing — his 
latest film, You Will Meet a 
Tall Dark Stranger, is at the 
AFF — but he claims to 
make films only because, “I 
don’t know what else I 
would do with my time. 

“I’ve made perfectly de¬ 


cent films,” he says, but ad¬ 
mits, “some of them may 
be very good and some may 
be veiy bad ... If I was the 
teacher. I’d give myself a B.” 
Here’s a look back at the 
films of one of the hardest 
working men in show busi¬ 
ness. 

La-di-da: 1977’s Oscar 
winning Annie Hall is 
Allen’s acknowledged mas¬ 
terpiece, a film Roger Ebert 
called “just about eveiy- 
one’s favourite Woody 
Allen movie.” The story of 
neurotic New York comedi¬ 
an Alvy Singer (Allen) and 
the ditsy title character (Di¬ 
ane Keaton) is a sweet and 
funny (“That sex was the 
most fun I’ve ever had with¬ 
out laughing.”) look at con¬ 
temporary relationships. 

Sex and death: Of all the 
themes Allen has covered, 
sex (“Is sex dirty? Only if it’s 
done right.”) and death 
(“On the plus side, death is 
one of the few things that 
can be done just as easily ly¬ 
ing down.”) are his go to 
topics. Of all his sex and 



death films the chaotic 
Sleeper is the funniest. 
Billed as his “nostalgic look 
at the future,” it is a satiri¬ 
cal sci-fi set to a soundtrack 
of Dixieland jazz. Frmniest 


scene? Allen trapped inside 
an Orgasmatron. 

Life is divided into the hor¬ 
rible and the miserable: He 

says he never watches his 
own films because, “I think 


I would hate them,” and in 
fact, there is one, consid¬ 
ered a classic by many, he 
has watched and says he 
can’t stand — Manhattan. 
“I hated that one,” he says.

O Ben Affleck sits down with Metro for talk of The Town 



Ben Affleck is winning 
over critics with his latest 
foray as star and director 
of The Town. 

Set in his hometown of 
Boston, the thriller tells 
the story of an inner city 
bank robber who falls in 
love with the hostage of 
his latest heist. I caught up 
with the filmmaker during 
the Toronto International 
Film Fest to discuss his 
sudden resurgence. 

I read in Entertainment 
Weekly that you said this was 
an attempt to reboot your ca¬ 


reer. Why was that? 

“Reboot is a bit much in 
a way. That’s like what you 
say when you put someone 
in a superhero movie or 
something. For me, direct¬ 
ing is about a change so its 
not necessarily rebooting 
eveiything I’ve done but it 
resets my mindset on di¬ 
recting movies which is a 
whole other parallel track. 
It’s definitely a new step 
for sure in my career.” 

It’s an audacious step as well. 
What is it about the crime- 
thriller genre that attracted 
you? 

“I know! I’m not neces¬ 
sarily even drawn to the 
genre...I was nervous I’d 


be pigeonholed as crime 
genre and that would be 
that. But the movie is so 
interesting... I felt like this 
is foolish to pass this up. 
Obviously you grew up there 
but is there a key to nailing 
that Boston accent? 

I think its just immer¬ 
sion, it’s like learning a 
language. 

I learned Spanish best 
by going to Guardalavaca 
and not speaking any Eng¬ 
lish. Of course I’ve lost it 
now but if you are around 
a lot of people in an area 
and just listening to them 
and repeating them and 
let yourself not even tiy, 
it’ll seep in.

Not Hamming it up 

O Mad Men actor stars as an FBI agent in The Town 



Jon Hamm may be most 
recognized for playing 
Don Draper on the Emmy 
Award-winning hit televi¬ 
sion drama Mad Men but 
that doesn’t mean the ac¬ 
tor doesn’t love the 
movies. 

“The greatest thing 
about movies is it’s an es¬ 
cape,” said the actor dur¬ 
ing a recent interview in 
Toronto. 

“For a couple of hours, 
you go and forget about 
what’s going on in your 
life and you get to watch 
an entertaining stoiy — 
hopefully well told — and 


think about it and experi¬ 
ence it.” 

This Friday, a lot of peo¬ 
ple will be doing just that 
when they check out Jon 
Hamm’s starring role in 
The Town, a gritty action 
film that pits the actor as a 
clever FBI agent against a 
perhaps even more shrewd 
bank robber in Ben Af¬ 
fleck.

“Those are fantastic, 
fun, gritty, dirty, cops and 
robbers movies,” said 
Hamm. 

“You want to be invest¬ 


ed in characters and I 
think in our film has, veiy 
fortunately at the centre, 
some great characters and 
Ben’s character ostensibly 
is the bad guy and yet we 
root for him because we 
are hoping he finds some 
sort of redemption.” 

Gritics are also rooting 
for Affleck the filmmaker 
as well. 

The follow-up to his di¬ 
rectorial debut. The Town 
is showing audiences that 
the success of 2007’s Gone 
Baby Gone was not a fluke 
for Affleck. 

“He is a tremendously 
intelligent, dedicated film¬ 
maker,” said Hamm. 

“Now he’s proven it 
twice and I think he’ll con¬ 
tinue to do that.”

Survival of the chef 


O As the planet transforms, chefs are 
stepping out into the wild to cook 
food defined by a time and place 


Rene Redzepi was 
crouched and using a 
sharp knife to scrape 
lichen from rocks. The tiny 
green tubes usually feed 
reindeer in this land above 
the Arctic Circle. 


“If animals can eat it, 
we can,” said Redzepi, who 
was among 14 of the 
world's most influential 
chefs at a gathering in Lap- 
land, Finland, earlier this 
month. The goal was to dig

their hands in the soil and 
make a meal from whatev¬ 
er they could find in one of 
the last untouched places 
on earth. 

Called Cook It Raw, the 
event marked the third 
time in just over a year 
that these chefs have hunt¬ 
ed, fished and foraged to¬ 
gether — each time in a 
new location — then pre¬ 
pared a meal while leaving 
the smallest possible foot¬ 
print on the environment. 

A pair of Italians, a 
restaurant consultant and 
a food writer, first organ¬ 
ized Cook It Raw as a prel¬ 
ude to the U.N. Climate 


Change Conference in 
Copenhagen last year. At 
that gathering they asked 
the chefs to prepare dishes 
using little or no conven¬ 
tional energy, leading to 
memorable creations such 
as Redzepi's squirming live 
prawns, or Massimo Bot- 
tura's “pollution” soup, il¬ 
lustrating a projected 
future in which the oceans 
contain only squid and jel¬ 
lyfish. 

This time, they flew to 
Helsinki and marvelled at 
the bounty of a land where 
the northern lights shim¬ 
mer like an electric green 
cloud and the indigenous 


people have 90 words for 
snow. But civilization is 
taking its toll here too, 
with global warming driv¬ 
ing up temperatures and 
foreign companies mining 
for gold. 

“Our cuisine is no 
longer about liking or not 
liking something,” said 
Massimo Bottura, the high¬ 
ly conceptual chef of Oste- 
ria Francescana in 
Modena, Italy. “It's about 
tiying to influence every¬ 
day life.” 

As the planet trans¬ 
forms, an increasing num¬ 
ber of chefs are stepping 
out into the wild and creat¬ 


ing food defined by a spe¬ 
cific time and place — a 
way of cooking that has be¬ 
come the next big move¬ 
ment after the science 
projects of molecular gas¬ 
tronomy. 

“We are showing others 
how to harvest in nature, 
because the things you 
find there taste better than 
an54:hing grown,” he said. 
“Tiy one of those blueber¬ 
ries, then a stupid one 
grown in a greenhouse. 
Your reference point for 
what a blueberry tastes 
like has changed forever,” 
Redzepi said.

And 
employees, without bar¬ 
gaining power or an un¬ 
derstanding of the law, 
not realizing their inter¬ 
ests have been under¬ 
mined. 


The result is that em¬ 
ployees unknowingly 
agree to be dismissed with 
minimum notice, demot¬ 
ed, banished to far away 
jurisdictions, see their 
salaries slashed and pre¬ 
vented from competing 
with their employers fol¬ 
lowing their departure all 
without recourse. Given 
these perils, what are 
some of the clauses that 
employees should look 
out for? 

Probationary periods 

Employers don't just 
use probationaiy periods 
to assess fit; setting a pro¬ 
bationaiy period allows 
them to dismiss for rea¬ 
sons that would otherwise 
be insufficient. The em¬ 
ployer needs only to show 
that, in its opinion, the 
employee was unsuitable 
for the position. If these 
considerations are fairly 
assessed, the employer 
can end the relationship 
suddenly by providing on¬ 
ly minimum notice or 
pay, or often less. 
Termination clauses 

Without any language 
surrounding termination 
in a contract, employees 
are entitled to reasonable 
notice of their dismissal, 
based on how long it 
would take to find anoth¬ 
er job. However, if some 
other amount or formula 
is stated in the contract, it 
will usually provide for 
less than what is reason¬ 
able and often only the 
minimum amounts re¬ 


quired by law. 

Contractual changes 

Once the job begins, 
adverse changes to the job 
are prohibited, without a 
sufficient warning or that 
employee's consent. How¬ 
ever, employers will look 
to the contract first, and 
there is a clause clearly 
providing for that change, 
no matter how obscure, 
they will find the employ¬ 
ee had already agreed to 
it. 

Post-employment 

restrictions 

An employee's only im¬ 
plied duty upon leaving is 
to keep information or 
trade secrets confidential 
unless other specific post¬ 
employment duties or re¬ 
strictions are written into 
the contract. However, if 
a contract provides for it, 
employers can prevent 
employees from working 
for a competitor, or solic¬ 
iting clients or former col¬ 
leagues upon their 
departure. 

What should employ¬ 
ees do? 

First, review any new 
contract with a lawyer 
and don’t be reluctant to 
negotiate terms. Second, 
challenge the enforceabil¬ 
ity of these contracts 
where the facts present 
that argument. 

I have won in court by 
raising the inference that 
a contract was signed 
without proper consent - 
such findings are not ex¬ 
ceptions.

The latest studies suggest 
that the “freshman 15” 
might be, more accurately, 
“freshman seven” for most 
students. A 2009 cumula¬ 
tive study in Nutrition Re¬ 
views found that among 
college freshmen who put 
on weight, the mean gain 
was between seven and sev- 
en-and-a-half pounds. 

But that is still a signifi¬ 
cant gain for a nine-month 
period. And, more impor¬ 
tant to nutritionists, the 
habits developed in fresh¬ 
man year — often in the 
cafeteria — can have nega¬ 
tive effects down the line. 

“In general, the big food 
service companies that of¬ 
ten run these cafeterias 


have dietitians on staff. 
They have some healthy op¬ 
tions,” says Debra Johnson, 
director of nutrition at 
Rehmuda Ranch Programs 
for Eating Disorders. 

“The problem is the for¬ 
mat. It’s usually all-you-can- 
eat, and people t 5 q)ically 
will expand their portions 
in that situation.” 

Full-service college meal 
plans commonly cost more 
than $3,000 per academic 
year, and students often cut 
down on expenses by 
choosing a limited plan. 

Many schools have one- 
meal-a-day options that run 
about $600 per semester. 

“You could not eat all 
day, or eat first thing in the 
morning and fast the rest of 
the day. That one-big-meal 


diet can set a person up for 
an eating disorder or binge 
eating,” says Johnson. 

Having counseled pa¬ 
tients leaving for and re¬ 
turning from college, 
Johnson encourages stu¬ 
dents to strategize with 
their parents. 

Above all, before choos¬ 
ing a reduced meal plan, 
she says it’s key for students 
to articulate where and 
how they will replace those 
meals. 

“Know where the closest 
groceiy store is. See what’s 
both nutritious and conven¬ 
ient,” she says. 

“People think it takes a 
lot of time. It doesn’t take a 
lot of time. It takes a little 
planning and commit¬ 
ment.”

CR-Z blast from past 
with eye on future 


O Honda’s new hybrid bears more than a passing resemblance to automaker’s 
fun CR-X O One of the most affordable models in the green segment

Can you have fun and 
drive a hybrid? 

Honda thinks they have 
the answer to that in the 
2011 CR-Z. 

For those who go back a 
bit, the CR-X made from 
1983-1991 was one of the 
most endearing cars Honda 


ever made. It was a small 
sporty coupe based on the 
Civic that had basically two 
seats with pert, chopped 
off tail. It didn’t have a lot 
of power but the CR-X 
more than made up for 
that with nimble handing, 
frugal operation, affordable 
pricing and a whole lot of 
character. 

The CR-Z is also a two- 
seat sporty coupe with a 


pert, chopped off tail and 
styling that screams, “this 
car is a blast.” And while 
the old CR-X was great on 
the gas, the new car goes a 
big one better; it’s a hy¬ 
brid. 

The CR-Z starts with a 
1.5-litre, SOHC four-cylin¬ 
der gasoline engine based 
on the unit used in the Fit. 
By itself, the engine pro¬ 
duces 113 hp and 107 Ib/ft 


of torque. 

Out on the road, the 
handling was like a small 
sportscar, precise and with 
great feedback. At a closed 
course slalom, people 
were throwing the CR-Z 
around with great aban¬ 
don with one journalist de¬ 
lighting in the low-end 
torque and the fact he 
could get the tail to hang 
out on hairpin turns.

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When I was a kid I loved watching the 
Flintstones. But I didn't like the Flintstone- 
mobile. Fred "braked” by sticking out his 
legs out through the floorboards and scrub¬ 
bing off speed with his bare feet. This always 
made me cringe.

A nd I still 

cringe when¬ 
ever I relieve 
my own 
Flintstone 
moment. On 
this occasion my Jaguar E- 
type suddenly and silent¬ 
ly found itself coasting 
down the mild slope of 
our driveway, with me 
standing beside it. I 
grabbed the front 
bumper and stood my 
ground, but the car 
pushed me slowly 
backwards. We stopped 
together in the middle of 
the street, unscathed, 
save for the leather soles 


of my moccasins, which 
were smoking. I can still 
feel the feet heat. 

Which brings me to 
the point of this column 
— after 100 years or so of 
automotive braking that 
simply turns potential en¬ 
ergy into wasted “heat,” 
via friction-based 
systems, we’re starting to 
move to more intelligent 
systems, that re-capture 
some energy. 

This has come about 
due to the re-birth of the 
electric vehicle. If you 
have an electric motor 
hooked up to the drive 
wheels, you can use it to 
“brake” the vehicle, by 


simply reversing the flow 
of power. Now, instead of 
having the motor turning 
the drive wheels, you have 
the drive wheels turning 
the electric motor. The re¬ 
sistance works like a brake, 
and when you spin an elec¬ 
tric motor it makes 
electricity. 

In a hybrid or EV this 
“free” juice is fed to the big 
batteiy pack, which 


powers the electric drive 
motor. But now we’re see¬ 
ing this concept being ap¬ 
plied to “conventional” 
vehicles. 

BMW introduced its 
Brake Energy Regeneration 
system on the 2010 5 Series 
Gran Turismo. The new- 
generation 2011 X3 will al¬ 
so feature the system. 

An electronically 
controlled clutch engages 


the alternator only when 
the vehicle is decelerating 
or braking. When acceler¬ 
ating or coasting, the 
charging system is de-cou- 
pled and draws no power 
from the engine, making it 
slightly more efficient. The 
batteiy uses glass-boron sil¬ 
icate instead of the more 
usual liquid electroljfte, to 
sharply reduce the 
batteiy’s conversion of 


charging energy to heat, 
and so it is also better able 
to operate effectively 
between less-frequent 
charging. 

At the upcoming Paris 
Motor Show, Ferrari, of all 
people, is expected to 
debut a similar “brake re¬ 
gen” system on its updated 
California model. 

Development is also go¬ 
ing on with sending 
electricity from brake re¬ 
gen systems not to batter¬ 
ies, but to ultra-capacitors 

— a fast charging/fast dis¬ 
charging storage system. 
Their ability to discharge a 
lot of power quickly, has 
piqued the interest of For¬ 
mula One racing, which is 
considering them for a pro¬ 
posed initiative called KERS 
(Kinetic Energy Recoveiy 
System). 

On the heavy-duty truck 
side, we’re seeing testing 
done on a brake re-gen sys¬ 
tem that uses hydraulics 
(instead of electricity) to 
capture the kinetic energy. 

Whatever happens, the 
days of scrubbing off speed 
solely with friction devices 

— body parts or otherwise 

— are finally coming to an 
end.

Where 
styling, power and muscle 
count, pickup shoppers 
tend to gravitate towards 
the Ram in a serious way. 

Shopping used? Look for 
various body styles and six 
or eight-cylinder power. 
2002 models got a 3.7 litre 
V6 as standard, with 215 
horsepower. The models’ 
V8 engines consisted of a 
4.7 litre or 5.9 litre unit 
early on, with 240 or 245 
horsepower, respectively. 

The legendaiy HEMI V8 
hit the scene for 2003, of¬ 
fering up 345 horsepower. 
Cylinder deactivation was 
added to the HEMI V8 for 
2006 to help keep fuel bills 
reasonable. 

Shoppers will find a 
manual transmission with 
five or six-speeds, or an au¬ 
tomatic with four or five. 
Rear or four-wheel drive 
models were available, too, 
utilizing either electric or 
manual transfer-cases, de¬ 


pending on the model. 

Features included a rear- 
seat entertainment console, 
heated leather seats, remote 
access, cruise control and 
plenty more. 

What Owners Like 

For most Ram owners, 
power, sound effects, looks 
and muscle were the main 
attractions to the truck. 


Competitive pricing and 
overall value helped seal 
the deal in most cases. 

What Owners Hate 

Standard gas-mileage 
complaints come first and 
foremost on the list of 
Ram-owner related gripes. 
Some drivers have report¬ 
ed a rough ride on certain 
road surfaces. 


Because of the possibility 
of some frustrating and 
difficult-to-diagnose elec¬ 
tronic issues, test-drivers 
are advised to double and 
triple check that all interi¬ 
or electronics work as ex¬ 
pected, and that no check 


engine lights are 
illuminated. A mechanic 
can also scan the Ram’s 
engine computer for 
stored trouble-codes, 
which could indicate a 
problem.

You can’t fight physics. The 
engine is typically the heav¬ 
iest component in a car, 
and when you’re making a 
sharp curve, it doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily want to follow, 
which can affect handling. 

What makes it worse is 
that most engines are 
mounted on relatively flexi¬ 
ble bushings, which au¬ 
tomakers use to help keep 
engine vibration from en¬ 
tering the cabin. Porsche 
tackles the problem with 
its new Active Drivetrain 
Mount, standard equip¬ 
ment on the 911 Turbo, 
which combines the best 
qualities of flexible and sol¬ 
id engine mounts.

When you turn a comer, 
your car follows the steer¬ 
ing position, but inertia 
causes the heavy engine to 
initially keep going in a 
straight line. It continues to 
do this imtil the flexible 
mounts reach the end of 
their elasticity. 

This causes instability, 
and in extreme cases on a 
rear-engined car such as the 
911 Turbo, could potential¬ 
ly result in oversteer, a dan¬ 


gerous situation in which 
the back end of the car 
swings around and the car 
spins. A solid, inflexible 
mount keeps the engine in 
line with the car’s direc¬ 
tion, but with a stiffer, nois¬ 
ier ride. 

“What these active 
mounts enable the car to do 
is to stiffen up the connec¬ 


tion between the drivetrain 
and the body of the car 
when you’re driving aggres¬ 
sively, and then soften it 
when you’re not,” says Lau- 
rance Yap, public relations 
manager for Porsche Cars 
Canada. 

The mounts use a mag¬ 
netically-activated fluid and 
an electrically-induced 


magnetic field that affects 
the fluid to a higher or low¬ 
er degree. This changes the 
fluid’s viscosity, making the 
engine mounts harder or 
softer. 

The system was original¬ 
ly designed for suspension 
components, but Porsche’s 
application is a first for en¬ 
gine mounts. 


Under normal driving 
conditions, such as high¬ 
way cmising, the fluid is 
“looser,” which helps ab¬ 
sorb vibration. When the 
system is in sport mode, the 
car uses a variety of param¬ 
eters to determine fluid 
stiffness, for a more direct 
connection between engine 
and body.

Norton bikes return 


I confess I’ve never been 
up close to a Norton mo¬ 
torcycle. 

Not because I’m all 
that young, but that this 
iconic UK marque has 
been away a long, long 
time. 

Norton began build¬ 
ing motorcycles around 
the turn of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, and gained notori¬ 
ety throughout the 
1930s, 40s and 50s, win¬ 
ning numerous high- 
profile races. 

The Norton Comman¬ 
do, which launched in 
1968, was their last and 
most successful street 
bike before the factory 
doors closed in 1975. 


Thirty-five years later, 
the brand has returned 
to Canada with the Cana¬ 
dian reveal taking place 
at the Newmarket, Ont., 
Suzuki recently. 

With retro styling 
blended with state-of- 
the-art engineering, the 
bike is powered by an 
air-cooled 961 cc parallel 
twin developed by Nor¬ 
ton along with FI engine 
builders, Menard Com¬ 
petition Technologies. 

It is one of three mod¬ 
els to go on sale in Cana¬ 
da. The Sport and the 
Cafe Racer are 2011 
models that are expect¬ 
ed arrive early next year.
